I remember the first time I 
picked up a Nicotine Wheel. This is defi- 
natly becoming a habit. At first inspection 
the wheels seemed to be a happy medium 
between soft but not sticky wheel, and a 
harder but not chalky compound inside 
the factory packaging. And no warps. As i 
removed the wrapper and strapped them 
to my board, i lit them up quickly and 
headed to thte nearest concrete park 
(Mable Davis). After two miles of hills, 
sidewalks, reverts and power slides on the 
streets of austin, i find the wheels still 
have thier mold ridges. Like always i shred 
the bowl first thing. Grabbing the corners 
and slidding the walls like waves. Then hit 
a few rails, and ledges, trying my best to 
get that concrete, urethane, fighting 
scream. Then a few granite tops. The 
shape locks in good, perfect blunts and no 
flat spots. I spent a full day shredding all 
terrain i could find, sun up until sun 
down, just to put these wheels through a 
gnarly test. At the end of the day thier 
ridges had had only just disapeared. Sick! 
This is definatly a wheel for any and all 
well rounded skaters. I used to go through 
several packs a month. Thanks to Nicotine 
Wheels im down to a fraction of what i 
used to burn through. Kick the flat spot 
addiction.

The next day I took out the newly 
broken in Capital deck in the morning and 
skated it from the grocery store to the park 
with my dog. The board felt solid under my 
feet as we "glided as one" over the gritty 
concrete and asphalt; my dog seemed to be 
stoked as she pulled me down the street. A 
grin from ear to ear and her tongue flap¬ 
ping in the wind. She knew we were head¬ 
ing to the skate park. I got to revisit the 
night before as me and my pup hung at the 
park, although today I had the park to my 
self. I stayed in the bowl carving around 
corners and hitting the coping nice and 
smooth. 

I think my feet, my knees and myself 
can unanimously agree that we thoroughly 
enjoyed our time breaking in this deck. I 
found myself appreciating its shape which 
sports a flatter, symmetrical, less tapered 
tail. It kind of has the perfect amount of 
pop and the wood is very quality: no com¬ 
plaints there. The width certainly made me 
feel as if I were able to absorb a lot more 
around corners in the bowl, and it provided 
a nice big surface to find when landing 
tricks on flat, banks, ledges and rails. 

Ok so overall this boards sick! I felt my 
self adjust quickly to its size and shape and 
felt its large snappy tail gave me the ability 
to boost in the bowl or huck a tre down the 
8 set wherever or whatever the situation 
may be. It gets points for its unique and 
practical shape, quality of wood, concave 
and stability. Either way, if you ever come 
across this deck and need a board to shred 
some ditches, pools or bowls and don't care 
too much about having some sweet art un¬ 
derneath your feet, you won't regret pick¬ 
ing it up, slapping your trucks on it and 
giving it a spin.

a drive to push beyond the status quo. 

In the burrow of Besiktas, there is a stomping ground home to the Istanbul skate scene I 
glimpsed called Barbarossa Square. The spot is situated in a typical Turkish blend of eastern 
and western sensibilities, modern and ancient architecture. Across the street sits a sizable 
mosque with minarets that bellow the call to prayer five times a day, up the street are fast food 
chains, bars and seafood restaurants, on one end, near a busy city street, lie the grave stones 
of ottomans and on the other a ferry boat stop that attracts and throngs of people going abut 
their daily lives. Street kids, police and even fanatic soccer youth playing pick up matches will 
stop what they are doing to gaze, cheer and ask to ride your board. 

Turkish skateboarders are blessed with some of the finest marble in the world and the ledges 
around Barbarossa are no exception; smooth and resilient, they require little or no wax at all, 
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and take incredible 
beatings without 
weathering or 
chipping away. 
Apart from the 
stairs, gaps and 
manual pads in the 
square, a statue 
across the street is 
flanked by concrete 
quarters that are 
hard to believe 
weren't meant to 
be skated. 




Some of the older 
skaters run an indoor 
park called 720 that 
they proudly built by 
themselves. It serves 
as a perfect spot to 
escape the unrelenting 
heat of the summer 
during the day, or the 
rain, snow and cold in 
the fall and winter. 

A remarkable thing 
about the scale of the 
scene in Besiktas is 
that everyone is 
somehow involved in 
Turkish skateboarding. 
Whether they work at a 
shop, take photos, 
skate for Vans Turkey, 
or Glovs, organize 
competitions and 
parties or are simply 
committed to 
skateboarding, they do 
it to help their passion 
thrive, almost to prove 
that they exist and can 
shred just as hard as 
anyone else.

This interview took place in late August, 
2011.

B: The band stemmed from these recordings I 
was making on my computer, just with the 
internal microphone. I did a couple of them

Bi I don't necessarily think, 'Okay, I'm writing 
this song about Sms/ The general theme of 
what I have been writing regards humanity's 
relationship to the earth. I think it's specifically 
influenced by where I am living now, but I am 
also trying to make it universal. Living in the 
desert, you definitely have this very stark 
contrast of the human created society with the 
natural placement of it. The society we live in 
doesn't acknowledge the place we live in at all. 
So, some songs are a little bit more 
metaphysical and some more specific. 

PL: Do you think you are are trying to confront 
people or are you just trying to make them 
think? 

B: ® think I'm just expressing what I see and 
what I feel. SOmetimes theres a degree of, I 
guess, frustration or, what do you call it, I want 
to impart a sense of immediacy sometimes. 

But ! H m doing it too, were all living in the same 
world and we all make crazy decisions along 


the way Fm just trying to be honest about it 

PL: Does YH have a manifesto? 

8: No. 

PL: Ok, if you had to design a flag, what would 
it look like, what symbolism would you use? 

8: For me, the symbol J relate most with the 
band is a Big Homed Sheep Skull. Fora few 
reasons, one (here are Big Homed Sheep in 
the hills around Tucson, they are very rare, 
supposedly they still live out there, but they 
are very scarce. Julia and I have run into them 
in various other places and have always been 
moved by Ihem. Second, the skull ties into the 
whole decay of underlying structure and metal 
symbolism. 

J: The first thing I think of when I hear that 
question is crackled clay in the bottom of a dry 
river bed. There is a river behind our house, 
and I guess that image really stands out: the 
scarcity of water, how hard it is to live in the 
desert, how lucky we are at the moment to be 
alive. 

B: Well yeah, the scarcity of water is definitely 
a recurring theme in our music. And also, the 
scarcity of awareness in humans. So it can be 
a working metaphor in that way too. 

A: l always think of The Man and The Maze. 

B; That's really cool, I like that. Do you know 
what he's talking about? 

PL: No, is it like a Tarot card or something? 

J: iNOI Its a local symbol. 1 think i pointed it out 
to you. 

B: Its a Tohono O'odham symbol Its a symbol 
of a man above a labyrinth. It represents life. 
You know; life is a maze, each situation you 
find yourself in is a maze. 




PL: Thafs really good, \ dig that. Tell me a 
little bit about where y'all practice. 

(Pause) 

B: You've been there. 

J: We practice in a house that is like 50 years 
old. Its in the Fort Lowell area, our 
surroundings are kept pretty wild. The dirt the 
house is made of is the same dirt the house 
stands on. 

A: There are rattle snakes at practice. 
(Everyone Laughs) 

B: Yeah, we have lots of venomous wildlife 
that show up to practice, snakes, spiders, no 
scorpions yet though.,. 

PL: l want you to tell us about your black 
widow infestation, 

J: (Laughs) In our organ f 
B: Well, the pact I've made with them... 
(Marcus, the black cat jumps on car and 
everyone screams) 

PL: (Laughs) 

B: The cat just jumped on the car. So the 
thing with the black widows.., 

J: We live in a dirt house, very close to 
nature. 

B: Well, when we first moved in, I was setting 
up the drums and.,. 

(The interview cuts out due to the storm. 

After multiple attempts YH is reconnected...) 

PL: This time* its going to fucking work. So 
you were saying something? 

J: Ben went to get more beer... here ho is. 

PL: You were saying? 

B: Oh yeah, okay, well, maybe this 
conversation was never meant to happen. 

PL: Maybe not, but let s try once more! 

B: Well, it a I happened at this moment where 
I was going to record one of YH first songs in 
Tucson, and I set the snare up, and as I 
stood up I felt something brush against my 
hand, K looked down and there was this black 
widow cruising down a line of filament, hit the 
ground, and ran under the organ. It scared 
the fucking shit out of me! And then, since 
then it has reappeared multiple times and 
now our organ is covered in nests and webs. 
PL: Whoa. 


B: Oh, but okay, here's something better you can 
tell your readers; one day,»was silting el my 
house working on a homemade radioactivity kit, 
and all of a sudden a black widow bit me on the 
hand! Later, i gained the ablity to climb walls and 
write sick metal songs. 

PL: Rad, perfect. 

S: That's how it happened. 

PL: Do /all have spirit animals? 

A: I really like martus the house cat. We get 
along really well. So i guess I'm a cat. 

J: I guess mine kind of connects to marcus too, I 
identify with the animals he brings home. 
(Everyone Laughs) 

B: Yeah, Julia is a dead rabbit! Yeah, I've always 
identified as a raven. 

PL: Between a Javelina, a Black Widow and a 
Rattle Snake, which one would you choose es a 
pet? 

J: Javalinas are stinky,.,Ooooohf I have a good 
story about desert animals. The other day h we 
were hiking in the canyon and we saw a desert 
badger. A Badger! [Pause) 1 love them. 

(Everyone Laughs) 

8: Just answer the question lady, just answer the 
freakih question, 

J: What about a mountain lion? 

(Everyone Laughs) 

PL: Ok so none of the above, badger and 
mountain lion. 

B: How about all of the above? 

PL: Good answer? 

A: Rattle Snake. The rattle snake weuld eat the 
Javelina, 

J: No, the Javelina would eat the rattle snake.

J: I also like bulls... 

(Everyone Laughs)

B: They are much less harmful, in general, than a 
Javelina or a Rattle Snake. They are not as 
smelly as a Javelina and not as fast as a Rattle 
Snake. And they are quieter than both!

B: Yeah, Javelina are always bitching, and 

raiding the fridge.
